It covers topics that rank high in current 
interest; it rates the readability of each pamphlet according to the three-grade scheme used 
in the Hoit list (simplest wording, fairly simple wording, more difficult wording); it is 


intended to meet present-day demands for material that is at once brief and fresh, material 
not readily found in books. 

There are approximately 350 entries grouped under various current economic topics, the 
vocational field, bringing up the children, feeding the family, keeping fit, making the garden, 


art appreciation, popular science, and good English. The pamphlets listed, especially those 
on economic subjects, are largely chosen from the new, more authoritative, and less ephemeral 
series that are being issued by universities, publishers,.and national or governmental or- 
ganizations. A few old items have crept into the section on home economics. Publishers, 
series, and dates are given, but not prices.
